The present invention relates to compounds of the formula 1 in Claim 1 (shown 
below), which contain two fused bicyclic heterocycles linked via an amide bond and 
their pharmaceutical compositions for the treatment of type 2 diabetes, insulin 
resistance, syndrome X, hyperinsulinaemia, hyperglucagonaemia, cardiac ischaemia, or 
obesity as well as their methods for preparation. The combination of the substitutions in 
formula 1 affords novelty to this invention and no prior art anticipates or renders this 
invention obvious. Besides the work of the inventors (the three compounds disclosed in 
US Patent application 10/344,506), which have been excluded from the instant 
application, no other prior art exists for this family of compounds.
